The  concept  of  a  school  started  as  a  dream  for  Lydia 
Moss  Bradley.  In  1896,  Bradley  received  its  charter 
as  a  Polytechnic  Institute.  On  April  10,  1897,  in 
a  prairie  land  cornfield,  ground  was  broken  for 
Bradley  Hall.  To  everyone's  amazement  the  building 
was  near  completion  and  classes  began  on  the  fourth 
of  October.  Bradley  Hall  was  dedicated  four  days 
later.  The  next  month  Horology  Hall  was  dedicated 
as  Bradley's  second  building.  The  first  year  the 
number  of  students  was  limited  to  150.  The  faculty 
serving  those  students  numbered  13.  Members  of  the 
first  faculty  included:  Dr.  Charles  T.  Wyckoff,  Mr. 
Charles  A.  Bennetts,  Mrs.  Nellie  Sawyer  Kedgie  and 
Dr.  Theodore  C.  Burgress,  who  eventually  became 

Bradley's  first  president. 

Bradley  started  out  with  a  manual  arts  curriculum. 
Almost  immediately  extra-curricular  activities  began 
on  campus.  The  first  B.P.I,  school  paper  Was  The 

Tech. 

It  was  published  monthly  until  1921  when  issues  Were 
printed  weekly.  The  "Bradley  Historical 
Society"  claims  itself  as  the 
University's  oldest  organization.  The  Alumni  Association 
was  organized  in  June,  1901.  Bradley's  basketball 
career  began  in  1904  when  the  institute  was  called 
"Bradley  High  School".  It  was  not  until  later  that 
the  athletic  teams  were  given  the  nickname:  "Fighting 

Indians". 

Bradley  continually  expanded  both  physically  and 
academically.  In  1921,  B.P.I,  established  a  School 
of  Arts  and  Science.  Bradley  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
colleges  in  the  teaching  field  of  creative  arts,  both 
as  a  profession  and  as  a  cultural  background.  The 
Conservatory  of  Music  became  the  College  of  Music 
in  1926  and  shortly  after  that  a  new  school  of  Fine 
and  Applied  Arts  was  founded.  Duryea  Hall  which 
eventually  housed  the  art  department  was  once  a 
factory  used  for  the  production  of  Glide  Automobiles.

Nineteen  twenty-three  is  known  as  Bradley's  greatest 
year  in  athletics  entailing  a  campaign  that  earned 
a  claim  to  three  state  championships  and  second 
place  in  the  MAC  Basketball  race. 

By  1925,  B.P.I,  was  considered  Peoria's  greatest  civic 
asset  with  a  strong  movement  towards  greater 
achievement,  academic  excellence,  and  athletic  progress. 

Bradley's  first  master's  degree  was  awarded  in  1947 
and  a  year  later  a  Masters  in  Business  Administration 
was  added  at  B.P.I. 

The  rapid  change  in  Bradley's  role  after  WWII  came 
when  it  changed  from  a  "one-cell  polytechnic 
institute"  and  took  on  a  new  status:  that  of  a 
University.  Course  studies  were  outlined  according 
to  humanities,  human  relations,  science  and  personal 
relationships.  A  school  of  International  Studies 
was  begun.  Upgrading  came  in  both  the  size  and 
quality  of  the  faculty.  A  building  program  was 
begun  which  included  the  erection  of  the  Robertson 
Memorial  Field  House.  The  University's  library 
book  circulation  increased  to  41,707  and  a  lecture 
arts  program  was  initiated.  With  an  increase  in  enrollment 
came  increased  selectivity  for  incoming  students. 

Bradley's  faculty  and  graduates  did  not  remain  in  the 
background.  In  1954,  a  member  of  Bradley's  English 
department,  Alex  Katauskas  was  granted  a  Ford 
Foundation  Fellowship.  Dr.  Louis  Yates  was  the  first 
member  of  Bradley's  faculty  to  receive  an  appointment 
as  Fullbright  Professor.  Major  Robert  H.  Laurence,  Jr., 
the  first  black  astronaut,  was  a  Bradley  graduate.

degrees. 

Bradley  University  has  continually  grown  and  expanded 
throughout  it's  years.  It  is  still  expanding  and 
rearranging  itself  to  keep  up  with  the  demands 
of  a  quality  educational  institution  in  1978.

Considering  all  of  the  outstanding  athletes  that  have 
competed  at  Bradley  over  the  years,  the  class  of  '78 
is  not  easy  to  rank.  Names  like  Tim  Harris, 
Roger  Phegley,  and  David  Brown  will  always  be  remembered 

in  the  record  books. 

Tim  Harris,  the  first  Bradley  swimmer  ever  to 
participate  in  the  nationals,  swam  to  four  of  his  team's 

21  school  records. 

Throughout  his  college  career,  Tim  has  carried  a  3.75  gpa 
in  Criminal  Justice.  He  recorded  a  time  of  1:51.24  in 
the  200-meter  butterfly  at  the  National  Collegiate 
Championships  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  finishing  31st  out 
of  59  competitors.  Through  Tim's  performances  and 
team  leadership,  the  Bradley  Swimming  team  is  quickly 
surfacing  as  a  top  collegiate  contender. 

Roger  Phegley,  a  familiar  baseball  name  in  the  Peoria 
area  before  coming  to  Bradley,  has  turned  into  a 
sensation  on  the  basketball  court. 

After  being 

given  the  opportunity  to  try  out  for  the  team  as  a 
freshman,  Phegley  became  a  starter  and  immediately 
became  popular  with  the  fans  with  back-to-back  20  point 
games  against  Loyola  and  St.  Louis  and  a  selection  as 
Missouri  Valley  Player-of-the-Week.  Last  year  he  broke 
Chet  Walker's  scoring  record  for  a  junior  year  with  739 
points,  averaged  27  points  a  game  and  had  a  free  throw 
percentage  of  .874.  Through  his  performances,  Phegley 
ranked  eighth  nationally  in  scoring  with  six  games 
over  30  and  46  points  against  number  one  ranked  Nevada- 
Las  Vegas.  Phegley,  at  6-7,  plays  all  three  positions 

for  coach  Joe  Stowell. 

David  Brown  is  another  Bradley  athlete  that  has  done 
much  more  than  expected  when  he  arrived.  David  was 
recruited  as  a  hurdler  by  track  coach  Jake  Schoof  but 
turned  out  to  be  much  more.  After  experimenting  with 
the  triple  jump  in  practice,  he  tried  it  in  a  meet, 
only  to  break  the  school  record  his 
sophomore  year.  Last  year,  David  won  the  Missouri 
Valley  Indoor  triple  jump  competition  and  placed  3rd

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outdoors.  His  school  record  broke  the  standard  set  by 
Charles  Redd,  a  Bradley  athlete  who  received  a  bronze 
metal  in  the  Olympics  for  the  triple  jump.  David  has 
been  the  MVP  for  the  past  two  years  while  competing  in 
as  many  as  six  events  in  one  meet.  His  9.7  speed  in 
the  100-yard  dash  has  helped  him  become  effective  in 
the  long  jump,  triple  jump  and  relays,  as  well  as  the  hurdles. 

Dave  Loyd  led  the  golf  team  for  the  second  straight 
year  with  the  MVP  award.  Dave,  spending  his  first 
semester  at  the  University  of  New  Orleans  and  the  next 
three  at  Illinois  Central  College,  came  to  Bradley 
with  a  fine  list  of  athletic  achievements.  Playing 
guard  for  a  Richwoods  team,  he  reached  the  finals  of  the 
state  basketball  tournament,  Dave  is  accomplished  in 
several  sports.  He  finished  his  junior  year  with  a 
76.3  average,  the  highest  on  the  team,  and  led  the 
Braves  to  their  best  scores  in  20  years. 

Jim  Forster  ran  to  his  finest  season  in  1977.  Top 

man  on  the  squad  his  senior  year,  Jim  finished  seventeenth  in 

the  Purdue  Invitational  and  has  won  numerous  dual  meets. 

During  his  four  years  on  cross-country,  Jim  always 

finished  in  the  top  three  positions  for  Bradley  and 

was  the  first  finisher  among  the  Braves  in  every  meet 

in  1977.  Jim  recorded  a  25:02  five  mile  time  in  1976.

Young  Braves  struggle  through  a  difficult  season 


Going  into  the  final  third  of  the  season  with  a 
disnnal  7-11  record,  the  going  could  not  have  been 
rougher  for  the  Bradley  Braves.  They  lost  a  well 
played  game  against  nationally  ranked  Nevada- 
Las  Vegas  to  a  packed  field  house. 

On  the  road,  Bradley  beat  Tulsa  80-78,  and  went 
on  to  be  defeated  by  the  New  Mexico  State  Aggies 
96-85.  Returning  to  the  field  house  for  homecoming, 
the  Braves  suffered  a  one  point  loss  to 
powerful  Southern  Illinois.  Then  Drake  visited, 
taking  a  91-83  victory  with  them  back  to  Des 
Moines.  Bradley  lost  two  more  games  on  the  road 
to  Wichita  State  and  West  Texas  State  respectively. 

Finally  breaking  a  five  game  losing  streak,  the 
basketball  Braves  won  their  final  home  game  by 
routing  Tulsa  97-83.  In  the  first  round  of  the 
post-season  Missouri  Valley  tournament,  the 
Braves  were  knocked  out  by  Drake  (80-73)  bringing 
the  season  to  a  close  and  their  record  to  9-18.

Robert  Jenkins,  a  6-5,  200-pound  forward 
from  Edison  Junior  College  in  Ft.  Meyers, 
Florida,  brings  rebounding  strength  to 
the  Braves  with  his  proven  jumping  ability. 
Jenkins,  named  to  seven  All-Tournament 
teams  in  two  years,  led  Edison  in  rebounding, 
averaging  11  per  game.  He  was 
named  to  the  Florida  Junior  College 
All  Star  team  last  year. 

Clarence  Jones,  one  of  the  two  new  guards 
at  Bradley,  brings  impressive  statistics 
from  Taft  High  School  in  the  Bronx.  The 
6-0,  170-pound  freshman  averaged  15  points

10  rebounds  and  eight  assists  on  the  35-9 
Taft  team  that  went  into  New  York  City 
semi-finals  the  past  two  years. 

Rick  Malnati  is  the  other  new  guard  for  the 
Braves  at  6-0  and  150  pounds.  Playing 
for  the  New  Trier  West  in  Wilmette,  II. 
he  averaged  14.9  points  per  game  and  set 
six  new  school  records  during  his  senior 
year  to  lead  the  Cowboys  to  their  first 
state  tournament  appearance.  He  was 
an  All  Conference  selection  while  breaking 
records  in  steals,  assists,  and  free 
throw  shooting. 

Brenden  McCarthy,  a  6-5  walk-on  forward 
comes  to  Bradley  from  Niles  Notre  Dame 
High  School,  the  same  high  school  which 
produced  former  Bradley  guard  Tom  Les. 
He  received  Honorable  Mention  on  the  All 
Conference  Area  team  and  lettered  three 
years  in  basketball  along  with  qualifying 
for  the  academic  Honor  Roll. 
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The  Bradley  Basketball  Braves  started  the 
1977-78  season  much  the  same  as  they  have 
those  in  the  past  —  with  a  win.  But  this 
season  drew  the  fans  in  for  more  than  simple 
entertainment.  It  was  a  year  for  coach  Joe 
Stowell  to  prove  just  how  much  he  could 
accomplish  with  an  experienced  team. 

Bradley  started  out  with  a  102-79  win  over 
California  State-Hayward  while  Roger  Phegley 
picked  up  right  where  he  left  off  last  year, 

scoring  35  points.

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The  Braves'  second  game  brought  the  rematch  of 
their  most  exciting  game  last  year.  After 
suffering  a  107-106  loss  to  Nevada-Las  Vegas  at 
home,  the  Braves  traveled  to  the  home  of  the 
Running  Rebels  where  history  repeated  itself. 
Bradley  again  came  away  with  a  one  point  loss, 
91-90. 

After  outstanding  play  at  Nevada,  Bradley  moved 
up  to  Chicago  to  take  on  the  nationally  ranked 
DePaul  Demons,  and  again  the  Braves  came  away 
with  a  heartbreaker.  Trailing  for  most  of  the 
game,  the  Braves  were  down  by  two  with  seventeen 
seconds  remaining.  But  a  missed  DePaul  free  throw 
bounced  over  the  head  of  newcomer  Robert  Jenkins 
and  Demons  emerged  with  a  89-85  win. 

Returning  home  with  two  losses  but  high  hopes 
of  an  outstanding  season,  Bradley  took  out  its 
frustrations  on  Illinois  Wesleyan,  80-64  as 
Phegley  led  all  scorers  with  26  while  Humbles 
added  21. 


Three  days  later  they  hosted  Lewis  College  and  put 
it  all  together  to  raise  their  record  to  3-2. 
Humbles'  12  assists  in  that  game  were  only  three 
short  of  the  school  record  set  by  standout  guard 
Tom  Les  in  the  '75-76  season. 


When  the  Braves  hosted  Brigham  Young  four  days 
later,  BYU  handed  Bradley  its  third  loss,  86-79. 
Trailing  by  three  with  just  over  a  minute  to  play, 
the  Braves  missed  a  crucial  jump  shot  and 
eliminated  their  chance  to  win.  The  loss  evened 

Bradley's  record  at  3-3. 
Perhaps  the  Braves  biggest  non-conference  game 
came  against  arch-rival  Illinois  State  a  week 
into  the  new  year.  Last  year  ISU  handled  Bradley 
easily,  89-66,  but  when  Randy  Smithson  sank  two 
free  throws  with  10  seconds  remaining,  it  was  all 
but  over  as  ISU  won  84-83. 


When  the  first  conference  game  arrived,  adiey, 
the  underdog,  faced  Southern  Illinois  and  came 
away  with  an  86-81  win.  Roger  Phegley,  playing 

up  to  his  Ail-American  forcast  scored  39  points 
and  became  the  nation's  leading  scorer. 


After  defeating  West  Texas  at  home,  90-67,  Bradley  fell 
to  Drake  95-92  and  prepared  for  a  rematch  with  DePaul. 

Not  only  did  Bradley  fall  to  its  biggest  defeat,  80-66, 
but  when  Phegley  collided  with  Demon  guard  Randy 
Ramsey  he  injured  his  wrist  and  missed  several  of  the 
following  games.  Even  without  Phegley,  the  Braves 
gave  Indiana  State,  ranked  fourth  in  the  nation,  a  scare 
(73-67)  as  Alex  Mazeika  scored  27  points. 
After  defeating  Tulsa  on  a  30-point  night  from  Garrett, 
The  Braves  lost  to  New  Mexico  State  81-79. 

After  losting  to  conference  leader  New  Mexico  State, 
Bradley  went  on  a  winning  streak  and  picked  up  three 
quick  wins.  Traveling  to  West  Texas  State,  the  Braves 
won  in  overtime  and  back  at  home,  Roger  Phegley  returned 
to  score  32  points  and  lead  Bradley  to  a  103-99  win 
over  the  second  ranked  Creighton  team. 

Capping  off  the  winning  streak,  Bobby  Humbles  pumped  in 
a  35  foot  jump  shot  at  the  buzzer  to  give  the  Braves 
a  78-77  win  over  Wichita  State  and  keep  them  in 
contention  for  the  title  race.
